Mario  Casetta  did  his  first  program  at  KPFK  in  the  early  part  of  1971.  A 
year  later  he  conceived  and  produced  the  first  KPFK  Folk  Dance  Festival. 
Soon  after  the  Department  of  Community  Events  was  established,  and  he's 
still  producing  fairs  and  festivals  as  KPFK  fund  raisers-some  eleven  and  a  half 
years  later. 

Before  coming  to  KPFK  Mario  worked  in  film  shorts  and  TV  commercials 
as  a  producer-director  and  art  director.  He  did  the  graphics  on  "The  Legend 
of  Jimmy  Blue  Eyes"  which  was  nominated  for  an  Academy  Award  as  best 
film  in  live  action  shorts.  He  has  worked  in  advertising  as  an  art  director  and 
as  a  freelance  illustrator  and  designer. 

Currently,  as  the  Director  of  Community  Events,  after  coming  back  from 
a  serious  stroke  in  May  of  1981,  Mario  Casetta  is  bending  his  talent  and  ef- 
forts toward  the  production  of  "The  Balkan  Christmas  Fair,"  scheduled  for 
early  December  at  the  International  Institute  in  Los  Angeles.  It  has  been  two 
years  since  KPFK  has  produced  a  major  fund-raiser,  and  it  is  expected  that 
this  dynamic  event  combining  the  fun  and  excitement  of  both  th2  Balkan 
Festival  and  the  old  Christmas  Fair,  in  a  single  weekend,  will  result  in  a  highly 
successful  fund  raiser. 

The  finest  ethnic  music  and  dance  troupes  will  appear  for  the  benefit  of 
KPFK  this  December,  as  well  as  noted  instructors  in  folk  dancing,  and  a  select 
number  of  arts  and  crafts  people  and  ethnic  food  purveyors  will  participate. 
Look  too  for  our  old  "Kafana,"  a  Balkan  coffee  house  with  continuous  enter- 
tainment by  belly  dancers  and  musicians  playing  exotic  music  while  the  mid- 
dle eastern  coffee  and  pastries  are  lavishly  served  up

During  the  month  of  September  KPFK  will  be  in  the  process  of  comple- 
ting the  installation  of  our  new  transmitter.  On  occasion  we  will  be  forced 
to  interrupt  programming  to  test  out  the  equipment,  or  change  one  piece  to 
another.  The  major  off-air  period  will  be  at  the  very  end  of  the  installation 
when  the  new  antenna  is  put  in  place. 

For  many  listeners,  particularly  those  who  try  to  listen  in  their  cars,  the 
change  will  be  almost  like  hearing  a  new  radio  station.  The  signal  will  also  be 
improved  in  hilly  areas  and  in  areas  where  tall  buildings  are  located.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  circular  polarization,  and  the  improved  signal  pattern  will  in- 
crease our  audience  substantially,  and  thus  increase  our  potential  for  listener 
support.  The  transmitter  will  also  increase  the  cost  of  electricity.  The  exper- 
ience of  KPFA,  which  completed  a  similar  transformation  three  years  ago, 
was  a  tremendous  increase  in  revenue  (about  20%).  We  enlist  your  support 
in  helping  us  get  the  word  out  to  the  public  that  KPFK  can  be  heard 
sounding  better  than  ever.  Please  call  the  station  if  you  can  help  distribute 
materials  publicizing  the  new  transmitter  installation. 

We  will  also  plan  an  on  and  off-air  party  on  the  day  we  actually  put  the 
new  equipment  on-the-air.  We  cannot  set  the  date  at  this  time,  as  we  may  be 
victimized  by  delivery  delays  in  some  of  the  final  stages.  As  soon  as  we  can 
be  confident  of  the  exact  date  we  will  commence  announcements  of  it,  al 
over  Southern  California.

At  the  beginning  of  August  I  re- 
moved Clare  Spark  as  Program  Di- 
rector. Because  personnel  matters 
dictate  a  degree  of  privacy,  I  can 
speak  best  to  policy.  The  basic  di- 
rection of  the  station  in  program- 
ming will  not  be  changed.  We  are 
fully  committed  to  continuing  the 
efforts  to  build  a  multi-cultural, 
multi-racial  radio  station,  commit- 
ted to  the  exploration  of  the  causes 
of  conflict  and  the  means  of  their 
peaceful  resolution,  to  exploring 
alternatives  in  culture  and  the  arts, 
in  ideas  and  social  practice.  The 
KPFK  News  and  Public  Affairs  De- 
partment, which  has  led  the  way  in 
many  respects,  will  be  looked  to  for 
continued  leadership.  Music  and 
Culture  will  be  under  new  leader- 
ship selected  for  its  ability  to 
achieve  progress  in  meeting  our 
goals.  The  station  has  made  a  fun- 
damental shift  in  the  direction  of 
becoming  fully  integrated  and  that 
will  continue  apace. 

Further,  the  station's  commit- 
ment to  bring  alternative  points  of 
view  to  the  air  will  not  be  weak- 
ened, nor  our  obligation  to  seek 
news  and  information  from  sources 
not  normally  available.  This  contro- 
versial approach  to  programming  is 
the  heart  of  our  reason  for  being.  In 
all  of  this  we  strive  to  broaden  our 
audience  and  to  include  those  who 
agree  as  well  as  those  who  do  not. 
All  of  us  will  not  agree  with  every- 
thing we  do,  and  that  is  part  of  the 
premise. 

In  her  year  and  a  half  at  KPFK 
Clare  accomplished  many  things  of 
great  value  to  the  station.  My  deci- 
sion does  not  negate  those  accom- 
plishments, not  my  respect  for  the 
intelligence,  dedication  and  energy 
which  she  brought  to  bear  on  this 
most  difficult  task.  Clare  has  asked 


for  a  review  of  the  decision,  under 
the  Pacifica  personnel  policy.  That 
review  is  underway  and  when  it  is 
concluded  there  will  be  a  public  re- 
port. 

Another  personnel  change  at 
KPFK— this  time  an  arrival.  I  have 
just  announced  the  hiring  of  a  new 
Operations  Director,  the  person  re- 
sponsible for  the  overall  manage- 
ment of  the  technical  and  produc- 
tions portions  of  the  station,  and 
a  member  of  the  station's  manage- 
ment group.  Sherry  Novick,  cur- 
rently at  WYSO,  one  of  the  coun- 
try's most  successful  community 
radio  stations  serving  the  Yellow 
Springs/Dayton  Ohio  area  (and 
owned  by  Antioch  University)  will 
begin  September  15.  Sherry  has  ex- 
tensive management  experience,  as 
well  as  a  strong  background  in 
training  and  production.  Rafaello 
Mazza,  who  has  been  serving  well  as 
Interim  Operations  Director,  will 
remain  on  KPFK's  Production  staff. 
We  will  be  hiring  a  Production  Di- 
rector, who  reports  to  the  Opera- 
tions Director  and  supervises  off-air 
production  of  programs.  If  any  of 
you  are  interested,  please  send  a  re- 
sume to  me  at  KPFK,  Box  8639, 
Universal  City,  Ca.  91608.  The 
search  for  a  new  Program  Director 
has  begun  as  well;  submit  resume  to 
the  same  address.

The  underground  rock  of  early 
FM  radio  may  have  died  with  the 
sixties  but  a  different  underground 
emerged  in  1976,  fueled  by  frustra- 
tion with  ever  more  homogenized 
slick  production  values  and  formula 
radio.  While  the  United  States  was 
suffering  through  Bicentennial  fe- 
ver, England  was  holding  a  patriotic 
event  of  its  own:  the  Queen's  silver 
jubilee.  In  response,  a  then  un- 
known group,  the  Sex  Pistols,  up- 
dtaed  the  tempo,  tune  and  lyrics  to 
the  British  national  anthem.  The  re- 
sult, "God  Save  The  Queen",  was 
really  just  a  novelty  record  but  it 
captured  the  hearts  (and  change 
purses)  of  British  youth.  For  the 
first  time,  the  generation  that  was 
barely  born  in  the  sixties  heard 
something  that  wasn't  recorded  on 
16  track  tapes  in  $200  an  hour  stu- 
dios. Rock,  they  discovered,  could 
not  only  be  made  by  non-profes- 
sionals, but  for  the  first  time  in 
their  lives,  such  rock  could  succeed. 
Every  Tom,  Dick  and  Ian  was  sud- 
denly in  a  punk  band.  It  didn't  mat- 
ter if  one  could  play  an  instrument, 
sing  on  key  or  even  write  a  tune.  A 
lot  of  awful  records  came  out  of 
that  first  wave,  but  the  climate  of 
acceptance  and  energy  made  it  pos- 
sible for  creativity  to  flourish  again. 
Freed  from  the  restrictions  of  con- 
tracts and  arbitrary  aesthetic  stan- 
dards, the  underground  (which  has 
been  and  will  always  be  there)  sur- 
faced again. 

But  the  world  had  changed  in 
the  ten  years  between  waves.  FM,  a 
fledgling  media  outlet  during  the 
sixties,  had  become  big  business. 
The  chances  that  were  being  taken 
in  the  garages  and  basements  of 
American  and  British  homes  could- 
n't be  taken  on  the  air.  In  response 
to  this  new  wave  of  musicians,  once 
underground  stations  like  KMET 
decided  to  play  more  Beatles, 
Stones  and  Led  Zeppelin  per  hour, 
not  only  ignoring  but  negating  the 
new    directions   completely.    Little 


upstarts  like  KROQ,  which  could 
afford  to  play  this  new  music,  came 
into  power  through  it.  But  KROQ 
played  that  music  because  it  had  no 
money  to  pay  DJ's  and  so  had  to 
let  them  play  what  they  wanted.  As 
soon  as  it  got  ratings  and  money, 
free  spirited  music  was  thrown  out 
along  with  the  DJ's  who  played  it. 

Now,  in  1982,  there  isn't  radio 
space  for  anything  underground  on 
the  commercial  FM  dial.  Under- 
ground rock  is  in  danger  of  dying 
again  and  young  bands,  instead  of 
finding  themselves,  are  trying  to 
find  their  way  into  new  top  40 
niches  with  slightly  different  but 
just  as  stultifying  and  arbitrary  aes- 
thetic standards  as  existed  in  1975. 
Which  is  how  KPFK  came  to  re- 
structure the  station's  Saturday 
night  rock  programming. 

Starting  this  month,  2  O'Clock 
Rock,  a  program  about  new  under- 
ground rock,  becomes  12  O'Clock 
Rock  and  KPFK  begins  a  series  of 
live  underground  concerts  as  part  of 
12  O'Clock  Rock.  The  first  concert 
(September  4)  will  be  with  Dream 
Syndicate,  one  of  Los  Angeles' 
newer  bands,  combining  the  post- 
punk  perspective  of  1982  with  a 
sound  sometimes  likened  to  Lou 
Reed's  Velvet  Underground.  Reser-

vations  to  attend  in  person,  for  this 
(and  subsequent  "Live  From  Studio 
Zzzz"  concerts  as  they  are  an- 
nounced) may  be  made  by  calling 
the  main  switchboard  (213) 
877-2711,  between  10am  and  6pm 
Monday  through  Friday.  Because  of 
early  Folio  dealines,  weekly  details 
will  probably  be  listed  in  the  L.A. 
Header  rather  than  the  Folio  for 
most  Studio  Zzzz  events.  New  co- 
hosts  with  various  underground 
rock  perspectives  will  be  joining  the 
late  night  portions  of  this  program. 
Only  a  partial  spectrum  of  rock 
ever  gets  on  commercial  radio. 
12  O'Clock  Rock  is  a  program 
about  music  that  otherwise  doesn't. 
Small  labels,  new  styles,  rarities  and 
non-English  language  artists  are 
some  of  the  things  that  can  be 
heard  here  and  almost  nowhere  else 
on  the  radio.  In  this  world  where 
rock  music  is  required  to  serve  an 
Arbitron  diary  instead  of  an  aes- 
thetic, the  creative,  thoughtful  and 
just  plain  non-conforming  are  des- 
perately fragile.  All  rock  is  not 
trashy  sex,  wanna  woman,  and  elec- 
tric guitar  heroes.  If  the  under- 
ground is  to  stay  alive  its  artists  will 
need  the  support  of  maverick  cri- 
tics, DJ's,  magazines,  radio  stations 
and  listeners.

African  tradition  brings  out  all 
that  is  good  and  reflects  on  the  cir- 
cumstances surrounding  the  dead. 
Stephen  Bantu  Biko,  age  30,  died 
while  in  police  custody.  Founder  of 
South  African  Students  Organiza- 
tion (SASO)  and  head  of  the  South 
African  Black  Conscious  Move- 
ment, Biko  knew  there  existed  a 
critical  imbalance  in  a  society 
where  Blacks  lived  under  white  mi- 
nority rule.  He  eventually  became 
subject  to  the  banning  law,  which 
led  to  his  fatal  detainment.  Biko 
laid  the  groundwork  for  the  inquest 
into  his  unexplained  death  by  for- 
cing the  white  South  African  gov- 
ernment to  interrelate  with  a  Black 
man  who  had  successfully  struggled 
with  the  omnipotent  psychological 
oppression  of  Black  Africans. 

Be  sure  to  tune  in  Wednesday, 
September  15  at  7:00  p.m.  for  a 
special  program  commemorating 
the  fifth  anniversary  of  Stephen 
Biko's  death  (Sept.  12). 


On  Thursday  September  9  at 
2:30  p.m.  Speaking  of  Seniors  will 
pay  tribute  to  Aurelia  Morris-who 
was  run  down  and  killed  by  a  bus 
in  front  of  her  Santa  Monica  apart- 
ment. KPFK  listeners  will  recall 
Aurelia  as  host  of  Grey  Power,  a 
weekly  feature  for  more  than  four 
years  on  this  station.  She  was  active 
in  the  women's  movement,  did  lay 
counseling,  and  was  known  and 
loved  by  people  of  all  ages.  Inclu- 
ded in  the  broadcast  will  be  ex- 
cerpts from  a  memorial  gathering 
which  took  place  shortly  after  her 
death.

Where  Do  Your  Taxes  Go? 

You  work  hard  for  your  money.  But  much  of  your  tax  dollar 
goes  to  pay  for  wars— past,  present  and  future:  56%  of  the 
original  Fiscal  Year  1982  budget  proposed  by  the  Ad- 
ministration. 

In  fact,  the  U.S.  has  spent  nearly  $2,000,000,000,000  (2  trillion)  on 
the  military  since  the  end  of  World  War  II. 

The  Administration  asked  Congress  for  $772  billion  (budget  author- 
ity) for  Fiscal  1982  Of  this  amount  (adjusted  to  delete  Trust  Funds): 

Military:  56%-41%  of  the  budget  is  earmarked  for  current  military 
expenditures  and  15%  for  the  cost  of  past  wars  (Of  the  costs  of  past 
wars.  5%  is  for  veterans  benefits,  and  10%  for  interest  on  the 
national  debt,  two-thirds  of  which  can  be  conservatively  estimated 
as  war-incurred.) 

Human  Resources  (education,  manpower,  social  services,  health, 
income  security):  23%. 

Physical  Resources  (agriculture,  community  and  regional  develop- 
ment, natural  resources,  commerce,  transportation,  environment, 
energy):  9% 

All  Other  (international  affairs,  justice,  space,  general  government, 
revenue-sharing,  and  one-fourth  of  the  interest  on  the  national 
debt):  12%. 

(The  figures  above  have  been  compiled  by  the  Women's  Interna- 
tional League  for  Peace  and  Freedom  (WILPF)  Legislative  Office.) 

Administration  Budget 

The  Administration,  however,  presents  a  far  dillerent  picture  of 
federal  spending  priorities  It  claims  that  the  federal  government 
will  spend  more  money  on  "human  resources "  than  on  the  military 
This  claim  is  based  on  a  change  in  budget  accounting,  made  in 
1968.  whereby  tax  revenues  from  income,  inheritance  and  excise 
taxes  are  placed  in  the  same  pot  as  receipts  from  trust  funds  such 
as  Social  Security.  Railroad  Retirement  and  the  Highway  Trust 
Fund 

These  trust  funds  were  set  up  years  ago  to  provide  specific  benefits 
They  are  financed  by  separate  taxes  For  example,  you  pay  social 
security  taxes  now  and  receive  benefits  when  you  retire  The  federal 
government  merely  acts  as  caretaker  for  these  funds  Neither 
Congress  nor  the  President  can  spend  the  money  in  the  trust  lunds. 
except  tor  earmarked  purposes  Therefore,  if  you  want  to  know 
what  happens  to  your  tax  dollars  which  the  federal  government  can 
spend,  the  trust  funds  should  be  considered  as  separate  cookie 
jars,  not  as  part  of  the  federal  pie 


'This  military  percentage  of  the  federal  funds  budget  does  not 
include  the  following  items,  portions  of  which  could  arguably  be 
viewed  as  military  related:  NASA,  Coast  Guard,  naval  petroleum  re- 
serves, part  of  school  assistance  to  lederally  impacted  areas,  the 
Commerce  Dept.  subsidy  to  ships  for  the  National  Defense  Fleet, 
and  others. 


The  accounting  and  the  rhetoric  have  changed,  but  not  the  reality 
Fifty-six  percent  of  the  Federal  funds  budgeted  for  Fiscal  Year  1982 
controllable  by  the  President  and  Congress,  will  go  to  pay  for
